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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Pending claims of present invention call for a tire article, having bead rubber composition 
comprising two different carbon black reinforcing agents. First carbon black has DBP of less 
than 45 and second carbon black has DBP in a range of from about 70 to about 140. 

The prior art of LAUBE discloses rubber composition for tire which comprises large 
carbon black having DBP lower than 45. The prior art of LAUBE does not teach carbon black 
having DBP 70-140. 

During updated search, the prior art of CARLSON was found, however it is not 
applicable against present claims. The prior art of CARLSON (US 5,430,087) although teaches 
use of two carbon blacks for tire, the tire component is not bead and use of large carbon blacks is 
excluded from the scope of the disclosure. 

PG Publication US 2005/0159535 to Spadone is also applicable against present claims, 
however it does not qualify as a prior art for date purposes.
